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Recycling Center Will Help Educate Residents

The success of the new Crawford Otsego 
Recycling Center will depend to a great 
degree upon the education of the residents of 
Northern Michigan. 

John Miller, the manager of the Recycling 
Center, estimates that only 10 to 15% of the 
affected population are really ‘“‘into 
recycling.” . 

“Tf you took 100 homes in either Gaylord 
or Grayling and, going door-to-door, asked 
the household to bundle their newspapers 
and set thern on the curb for pick-up, or 
asked them to put their plastic containers in 
a separate bag for recycling, probably 10 to 
15 homes would participate in the process.” 

Miller said that education will come in 
three stages. The first stage of the adult 
recycling involves understanding the im- 
portance of the process. This education will 
come as solid waste disposal becomes more 
and more expensive. 

Currently, in-county commercial haulers 
are paying $2.75 per yard to dispose of their’ 
refuse at the Crawford Otsego Landfill. Out- 
of-County haulers are paying $3.75 per yard. 
Miller stated that beginning January Ist 
these fees will increase by $.50 per yard. 
Haulers who have not installed paper cat- 
chers underneath their trucks so that he can 


‘keep separate bundles of papers set out with 


the household refuse, will also pay an ad- 
ditional $.25 per yard for dumping at the 
county landfill. 

Commerical haulers will pass on these in- 
creased expenses to residents in the form of 
higher monthly fees. Miller said that 
without recycling, he believes monthly bills 
could double in the near future. 

Because the Crawford Otsego Landfill is 
located on state land, any resident of the 
State has a right to use the facility. Miller 
explained that he has been traveling to all of 


the Northern Michigan communities who 
use the Crawford Otsego Landfill to ap- 
praise them of the $.25 increase for trucks 
not equiped to recycle papers. 

“We have counties coming in here who 
have transfer stations,’ said Miller. “They 
have their garbage trucks go around in the 
cities, like Cheboygan. They go to the tran- 
sfer stations, dump their garbage, and them 
put it onto large semis and have it brought to 
this landfill. I have gone to those haulers 
and told them that I want to see paper cat- 
chers on their trucks by January 1, or their 
going to pay an extra $.25 per yard, when 
their semis get to Crawford County.” Miiler 
said he doesn’t care how the communities 
recycle these papers but he told them that 
he wants records kept so that he can verify 
that recycling is occurring in their com- 
munities. 


SECOND STAGE 


The second stage of adult recycling 


education is understanding why recycling is 
necessary. Miller said that the Center does 
not officially open until Tuesday, September 
6, but already he is being asked, ‘‘How much 
money are you going to pay for my old stove 
and these newspapers?” Miller explained 
that the Recycling Center is not going to pay 
anyone for their papers, plastic, aluminum 
and scrap metal. ‘‘The idea is not to run a 
junk yard and buy at a reduced price then 
sell at a slightly higher price thus realizing a 
profit,” said Miller. ‘‘The idea is to reduce, 
by possibly 20%, the amount of refuse 
buried in expensive lined trenches.” 


“The new leach catcher trench I’m put- | 


ting in,’’ explained Miller, ‘‘will have a 


double lined bottom. It will have a liner in. 


the bottom, 2 feet of dirt, and another liner. 
When the trench is full, a liner goes over the 
top and a 12 inch pipe is dropped into it and 


Natural River Plan 
Sent to Township 
Board for Approval

“Time is running out” said Ken Eggert, | 


acting chairman of the Grayling Township 
Planning Commission. 
Eggert told the smail group assembled for 


_the second public hearing of the Natural 


River Plan that if Grayling Township does 
not adopt the Department of Natural Re- 
sources’ zoning ordinance with the Town- 
ship’s more restrictive amendments before 
September 29th, the Township faces losing 


local control of the properties along the - 


AuSable River to the DNR. 
In his opening address Eggert explained 


that the Natural River Plan was approved . 


by the Natural Resources Commission last 
summer and takes effect on September 30. 
He then opened the hearing for public com- 
ment. 

Steve Jorgenson spoke on behalf of the Au- 
Sable River Property Owner’s Association. 
He complimented the Planning Commission 
on the progress they had made on the pro- 
posal and said he had only a few changes he 
would like to suggest. 

“On page 36 of the original Natural River 
Plan,” he said, “you’ve omitted two para- 
graphs under Section F in your ordinance. 
The first line under ‘Industrial and Com- 
mercial uses and Structures’ number one is 
omitted from your draft, and this is more re- 


Sstrictive than your draft, so it has to be in- 
cluded. Also ‘D,’ ”’ he stated, ‘‘where it says 
new canoe liveries, that also is omitted from 
your draft, and that has to be included. This 
is a requirement of the Natural River Plan 
in that it is more restrictive, and your draft 
doesn’t address that at all.’’ 

Members of the Planning Commission 
said that their ordinance which stated that, 
“Industrial uses and structures are pro- 
hibited’’ was more restrictive than the 
DNR’s version, because it prohibits ANY 
new industrial use or new business con- 
struction on the AuSable. 

Jorgenson disagreed. “No, don’t mis- 
understand me,” he said, ‘‘you don’t even 
address canoe liveries. The way yours is 
written, expansion is not prohibited.’ Jor- 
genson continued by saying, ‘‘What’s going 
to happen here, if this is not included, is that 
the DNR is going to come along and say put 
it in there because it was in ours.” 

Jorgenson made -several other sug- 


gestions for changes in the ordinance’s’ 


terminology to clarify the ordinance’s 
meaning. i 
At the conclusion of Jorgenson’s presen- 
tation to the commission he stated that the 
AuSable River Property Owner’s Associa- 
tion was requesting that the Planning Com-

Committee Seeks Information 
On Camp Grayling Issue 


The eleven member Camp Grayling 
Management Advisory Committee listened 
intently as speaker after speaker poured out 
facts and opinions concerning what is wrong 
and right with the Camp Grayling military 
facility. 

The public hearing was held Tuesday, 
August 30, in the Cedar Room at the Gray- 
ling Holiday Inn. Presentations began at 
8:00 a.m. and continued until almost 2:00 


p.m. 

Ronald Steffens, the Governor appointed 
chairman of the advisory committee, ex- 
plained that the committee had been ap- 
pointed by Governor Blanchard in response 
to an overwhelming amount of interest that 
has been demonstrated by the communities 
of Grayling, Gaylord and Lovells in the 
activities of Camp Grayling and how they 
affect the areas. 

Steffens stated that, ‘‘our job is basically 
to understand what the issues are and try to 
sort through those issues and make recom- 
mendations by the end of the year to the 
Governor in terms of ways in which these 
problems can be handled.” Steffens said 
that the committee’s job was not to provide 
information regarding what is going on in 
Camp Grayling, but rather to find out. 


Throughout the day, the committee heard 
from a cross-section of persons who live, 
work and play in the Crawford, Otsego and 
Kalkaska Counties. 

Charlie Weaver is a river guide on the 
AuSable and Manistee Rivers. He reported 
that he was a teacher who had spent many 
summers and weekends in the area before 
he moved to Kalkaska County. “‘I thought I 
knew fairly accurately how much the guard 
was here....what the level of their activity 
was, and I could live with that,’’ he said. 
“They had their side of the road, I had mine. 


- The river was on my side of the road. That’s

changed in the five years I’ve been up here. 
They are across the road.”’ 

Bernard Fowler, a resident of Crawford 
County and owner of Edgewater on the 
AuSable, recalled the National Guard’s ex- 
pansion process. ‘I remember when most of 
the guard activity easterly of Grayling was 
between Jones Lake Road and Stephan 


Bridge Road. It then moved farther east and’ 


was between from Jones Lake Road and 
Damon Truck Trail. Next it was extended 
from Jones Lake Road to North Down River 
Road, near Bald Hill, It then moved across 
North Down River Road toward AuSable

all the drainage off that trench has to be 
pumped into a lagoon. That process alone 
costs $440,000.” Miller said that the less 
plastic, newspapers, and old refrigerators 
put into that leach trench, the longer it lasts 
before we have to cap it, and begin again. 


THIRD STAGE 


The third stage for recycling education 
will occur in the ares schools. Gaylord as 
already presented a recycling program in 
their schools. Miller said that like any 
educational program, it is most effective 
when directed at the young. He hopes that 
when the time comes for today’s children to 
form. their own households, recycling will 
be natural conservation practice. 

The Crawford Otsego Recycling Center is 


presently equiped to accept computer 
paper, cardboard, newspaper, aluminum 
and scrap metal from old appliances. Miller 
anticipates that the Center will he 
establishing drop-off facilities for plastic, 
containers in many Northern Michigan 
communities within the next 90 days. 

Waste oil will also be recycled in a oil 
burner which will heat the Recycling Cen- 
ter. Miller has been waiting for official ap- 
proval from the DNR’s air control depar- 
tment before acceptir g waste oil from ir 
dividuals and businesses. Miller hopes to 
hear something definite within the next two 
weeks, so that he can begin accepting bids 
from contractors for installation of the har- 
ting system. The Center wll be able to store

Opposition Remains Strong 
Against Road-End Proposal

Each successive public hearing held to 
address Grayling Township’s proposed 
road-end ordinance captures a smaller 
audience; however, the feelings of those in 
attendance remains strongly opposed to the 
ordinance in any form. 

On Tuesday, August 30, the Grayling 
Township Planning Commission submitted 
yet another draft of the proposed road-end 
ordinance for public scrutiny. 

Planning Commission members in at- 
tendance included Ken Eggert, acting chair- 
man, Mary Allen, Rose Keusch, Tony 
Nicholas, and Monica Ashton. 

Gerald Terry, a back-lot property owner 
at Lake Margrethe, was the first speaker to 
address the Planning Commission. Terry 
had attended several of the earlier public 
hearings and asked if the Planning Commis- 
sion had arrived at any conclusions other 
than those discussed at previous hearings. 
He reminded the commission that following 
the last public hearing a vote taken of the 
people in attendance revealed that ‘‘some- 
thing like 57 to 6 persons voting expressed 
their opposition to the proposed road-end or- 
dinance.”’ 

The Planning Commissior advised Terry 
that copies of the revised road-end proposal 
was available on the table at the entrance of 
the auditorium. | 

Harold Smith asked the commission to 
clarify what constituted a road-end. “‘Are all 
streets,” he asked, “that end at the waters 
edge considered road-ends?” 

Eggert told Smith that all roads that end 
at the waters edge were considered public 
road-ends. He said that there were many 
other ‘road-ends’ that do not appear to be at 
the ends of roads that are also considered 
road-ends and offer public access to Lake 
Margrethe. . 

Roy Vogelsberg explained to the Planning 
Commission that he was in a unique 
situation. “I happen to be a second-lot 
owner.” I also happen to be a lake 
front property owner. I invested my money, 
something like 39 years ago, with the under- 
standing I could have that back property 
and the access to the lake was going to be for 


public access.” Vogelsberg said that he did 
not intend to sell his second-lot at this time, 
but he said that if he did decide to sell, the 
proposed ordinance would make it im- 
possible for him to tell a prospective buyer 
that they have lake privileges. ‘‘Under your 
ordinance,” he stated, ‘“‘they can’t put a 
dock out there, and they can’t put a boat out 
there, unless they bring it in every night. 
I’m going to tell you flat out right now the 
ordinance that you are proposing is not in 
the light of the best public interest of Lake 


Margrethe.” Vogelsberg stated, “The 
second-lot owners are being deprived of 
their rights.” 


Eggert explained to Vogelsberg that the 
ordinance is an attempt by Grayling ‘Town- 
ship to define reasonable and safe use of the 
Lake Margrethe road-ends, so that hope- 
fully the lawsuit that Lyon Township is cur- 
rently engaged in does not repeat itself in 
Grayling Township. 

Vogelsberg stood by his seat and shouted, 
“I’m in court right now! I have been sued 
and I will pursue the suing of an access to 
this lake because the Township has not 
taken proper actions fo declare what is 
right, who owns what, what the riparian 


’ rights are and what the responsibilities of 


the Township or the Road Commission are. 
That has not been explained. I’m in court on 
that, and I have to stand up and say...what 
am I going to say? This Township has not 
supported me one bit.”’ 
Petitions Against 

Eggert read into the hearing’s record two 
letters. The first letter was from Luke Noss, 
and was in favor of the road-end ordinance. 
The second letter was signed by 19 Lincoln 
Park property owners who were all opposed 
to the ordinance. 

Gary Bofysil presented to the Planning 
Commission a platt map of the Portage 


‘Lake Park and Portage Heights area which 


he contended proves that the original 
developer (back in the early nineteen hun- 
dreds) platted the lake resort subdivision 
the way he did to give back-lot property 
owners exclusive access to the lake. He pre-

today is reflection of my life as it was back 
in 1949.” Miller explained that it was during 
that time that he contracted Polio. ‘“Mine 
was one of the first cases in the County,” 
said Milier. “I was paralyzedfrom my neck 
down, and spent many months in an iron 
lung.” ¥ 

Miller recalled that his family was very 
poor. ‘There wasn’t any money for the 
necessary operations,” he remembered. 
‘But I can walk today because of the efforts 
of many people in Crawford County, Mrs. 
Gorman, Bud Hunter, Leo Lovely and many 
others who are gone now.” Miller stated, ‘I 
owe the people of Crawford County, and it is 
an impossible debt to repay. Crawford 
County has been good to me,” he said, ‘‘so I 
continue to serve.” 

The Crawford Otsego Recycling Center is 
open Monday through Saturday, from 8 a.m. 
to 4:30 p.m. During the summer months 
from Memorial Day through Labor Day the 
Recycling Center will be open seven days a 
week.

Allman said that his family has had a cot- 
tage at Lake Margrethe since 1935. “We've 
never, never, NEVER had one bit of trouble 
with anybody. It’s just a great community 
down there, and I want to know what’s going 
on. . eB) 

Eggert said that the dock restriction on 
Summit and Collins Avenues were not made 
because there was a problem. He said the 

resttiction was set to ensure that 
emergency watercraft would have a laun- 
ching site. Eggert said that similar restric- 
tions have been placed on other road-ends 
for the same purpose. 

“Summit is about the only place we can 
launch a boat on our side of the lake,’’ 
Allman said. ‘“You cannot launch a boat off 
Collins Avenue. I’m sorry that this ordinan- 
ce is going to happen.” °

cluded Tom Trenary, George Monk, John 
Medler, Sherry Blaine, Charles Joyce, and 
Colleen Bofysil.

Linda K. Caswell, Manistee River resi- 
‘dent of Frederic Township, is concerned 
about the pollution of the area’s natural 
resources. ‘‘We have seen the quality of 
water go down, the quality of life for 
animals go down, the quality of life for 
residents, and now we’re asked to be happy 
about having an air strip where C130s are 
going to land.” Caswell stated, “The DNR 
and the Environmental Protection Agency 
are supposed to be stewards for me, as far 
as this land is concerned. I don’t feel that 
any airstrip, whether it’s military or 
private, needs to built ina watershed area.” 


Jack Trudgeon has been a resident of 
Crawford County for 32 years and owner of 
Borcher’s Canoe Livery for 20 years. Trud- 
geon said, “I support the National Guard. I 
go up and down the AuSable River quite of- 


. tenand maybe I’m used to it, but I don’t see 


where the river has been damaged by the 
National Guard being here. I think that the 
National Guard is a vital part of the 
economy of this area. It’s not the only part, 
but it is a vital part. It really scares me to 
think of the National Guard being dras- 
tically reduced or yanked out of Grayling.”’ 

Many other persons, approximately 37, 
came forward to express their concerns 
about National Guard activities. After 
everyone who asked to speak completed 
their presentations, the committee closed 
the hearing. Following lunch they recon- 
vened in the basement of the Crawford

mission seriously consider adding a clause 
to the Natural River Plan to remove any 
possibility that a future developer could use 
a Planning Unit Development (PUD) to 
commercially develop along the 400 foot 


- strip of the AuSable River. 


Bob Lindsey, an AuSable River resident, 
asked how the Township was going to deal 
with the tax base on the portion of property 
along the river that people own and cannot 
utilize. 

“For 200 feet from that river you can’t 
touch. Why should we, as citizens, pay taxes 
on property we cannot use? Can you answer 
that forme?” 

Eggert said that the Township board can- 
not make this plan any less restrictive than 
the DNR’s plan. ‘‘This plan was not our 
idea,” he said. 

Arnold Stancil, Township Supervisor, 
stated that nothing was going to happen to 
the tax structure at this time. He said there 
is a clause in the Natural River Plan that 
says that zoning and set backs have to be 
considered, but it is going to take time to ob- 
serve how the plan is going to affect market 
values. ‘“Taxes are based on market value,” 
Stancil stated, ‘‘and to establish market 
value I have to see the trend so that I know 
what to do.” 

Bob Andrus inquired into the com- 
mission’s omission of the paragraph in the 
original Natural River Plan that addressed

new construction of canoe liveries, and the 
expansion of existing canoe liveries. 

The commission assured Andrus that 
whereas they had felt the subject of any new 
construction of business along the AuSable 
had been adequately covered in their pro- 
posal, they would return the DNR’s wording 
regarding canoe liveries and expansions 
back into their proposed ordinance. 

The Township Planning Commission 
closed the public hearing by announcing 
that the final draft of the Natural River Plan 
would be completed and voted on at the 
work session scheduled for Thursday, Sep- 
tember 1, at the Township offices. Eggert 
explained that the public was welcome; 
however, because it was a commission work 
session, questions and comments would 
probably not be allowed. 

At Thursday’s work session, the Township 
Planning Commission reviewed each 
recommendation suggested by the speakers 
who attended the second public hearing. 

Each of the changes suggested by Steve 
Jorgenson were incorporated into the 
Natural River Plan final draft. 

The Planning Commission then voted 
unanimously to approve the Natural River 
Plan with the Township’s amendments and 
forward it to the Grayling Township Board 
for their September 13th meeting.

On Monday night, Aug. 29, in the GHS 
auditorium, there was a Grayling Twp. 
public hearing concerning a development 
plan by Eugene Kraus for the former 
Rayburn property. 

In the GHS library that same night 
there was a hearing about a property tran- 
sfer request dealing with the Crawford 
AuSable school district and the Gaylord 
school district. 

Also on Monday night, at Grayling City 
Hall, the City Council held a public hearing 
on a proposal to rezone property on Penin- 
sular Street. 


In addition to these, from 4-7 p.m. Mon- 
day at Hidden Valley, the committee ap- 
pointed by Governor Blanchard held its first 
public hearing on the Camp Grayling issue. 

If that wasn’t enough, the next morning 
at 8 a.m. the Governor's committee began a 
public hearing at the Grayling Holiday Inn 
concerning Camp Grayling. Tuesday after- 
noon, the committee heard representatives 
from groups speak about Camp Grayling. 

On Tuesday night, the Grayling Twp. 
Planning Commission held public hearings 
on both the AuSable Natural Rivers Plan 
and a proposed road-end ordinance at Lake 
Margrethe. 


These were quite a few hearings on im- 
portant issues within our community wrap- 


‘ ped up in two days. And if two persons 


working full-time at the Avalanche had to G U es tT Co I U Ti rn 


scramble to cover these meetings, how 
could one citizen find the time to give his or 
her opinion at these important hearings? 

As busy as many residents are, atten- 
ding public hearings can be difficult. Last 
week there were hundreds of good people in 
this county — people who care -- who didn’t 
have their opinions recorded on these 
significant issues. 

The way many decisions are made 
following public hearings, expressing your 
opinion can often be as important as casting 
a ballot in a tight election. With the 
popularity of absentee ballots growing in 
elections, Crawford County residents should 
also consider sending your opinions in a 
short letter to public hearings. Most of the 
time these letters will be received with 
the same consideration as a presentation 
made in person. 

The short letters should state very 
clearly whether you oppose or approve the 
proposal. Give your main reasons why and 
offer alternatives or solutions if you have 
one. Often public comment periods last 
quite a while giving you a.chance to send in 
a letter when you have the opportunity.

M.E.T. Applications Divided 
Among all Age Groups 


The Michigan Education Trust, the state’s 
guaranteed college tuition program, has re- 
ceived an actuarial boost when it was re- 
vealed that applications were widely spread 
among all age groups. 

Accountants told the MET Board that the 
prices that were tentatively set in June will 
likely remain unchanged because of the dis- 
tribution of applications. 

A breakdown on the 82,495 MET applica- 
tions received during August 1-5 reveals 
that 37.1 percent of all applicants have not 
yet entered kindergarten, and 58.5 percent 
of the applicants are in grade 2 and below. 

The highest age group of applicants was 
from children born in 1987, 7.9 percent, 
while only .3 percent of high school seniors 
applied, The percentage of applicants drops 
off with each grade following grade 1’s 7.4 
percentage. 


“By not having (MET) benefits drawn in 
any one year, it makes for an ideal world,” 
Treasurer and Board Chair Robert Bowman 
said, “Such a diversity of ages among MET 
applicants assures parents that the trust 
will be financially sound.” 

Bowman said the MET Board would wait 
until it had completed a zip code analysis- 
expected to be completed Thursday - of ap- 
plicants before finalizing its price structure. 

The accounting firm of Coopers & Ly- 
brand reported that 24 percent of University 
of Michigan students are from Oakland 
County, and if a high percentage of Oakland 
County residents sent in applications, it 
could force a change in the price structure 
previously announced ($1,689 per year for a 
newhorn). 


Bowman also plans to do an income tax 
analysis of the applicants, hoping to dis- 
prove the theory that the MET program 
only benefits the middle class. He said he 
will turn over the results of the income tax 
analysis to the Legislature. 

Other major items that could affect actual 
results unfavorably would be if an exces- 
sively large portion of the fund is locked in 
when interest rates are rising rapidly, sub- 
stantially decreased participation in future 
years, or if very few of the applicants 
actually participate in the program. 

If every applicant participates in the pro- 
gram, the state will have $550 million to in- 
vest, assuming all purciase four years of 


guaranteed tuition at universities. Only 400 
applicants, or 1/2 percent, indicated they 
will purchase contracts for community and 
junior colleges only. 

The MET Board also unanimously ap- 
proved final contract language, which will 
allow Bowrnan to take the slightly-revised 
contract to the state Administrative Board 
for approval. 

He said his goal is to have the contracts 
mailed out in the first week of September. 
Applicants will have until the end of the year 
to arrange financing and return the MET 
contract with their payment. 


YOUTH CORPS WORKERS 
RATE PROGRAM A SUCCESS | 


A Harris survey released recently showed 
that most former Michigan Youth Corps 
workers say they would participate in the 
program again and even prefer it to direct 
state aid for college. 

Louis Harris, in releasing the findings, 
said his firm conducted extensive inter- 
views with 1,000 participants early in the 
program and 718 following completion of the 
program in 1987. 

The results indicate that though three out 
of four youths joined the Youth Corps to 
earn money, by the end of their work ex- 
perience they valued self-improvement, 
teamwork, responsibility and completing a 
project above getting a paycheck. 


Youth Corps members were asked to 
choose between their experience in the pro- 
gram, employment in state government or 
the private sector, or direct financial aid for 
college. 

Fifty-eight percent chose the work expe- 
rience, with only 17 percent saying they 
would rather have direct college aid. 

Other survey results indicated that 94 per- 
cent of the participants gave the program 
an overall positive rating, and 87 percent 
said it enhanced their personal maturity. 

A second part of the study, interviews 
with 497 of the 1987 participants, conducted 
this summer, “‘confirms last year’s Harris 
results: the Michigan Youth Corps is the 
finest job ever done in training young people 
anywhere, any place, any time,”’ said Eliza- 
beth Howe, director of the Department of 
Labor and the Youth Corps.

I don’t know how many times I’ve been 
asked, ‘‘Where is all that lottery money 
going?”’ or, ‘‘Why should I vote for a local 
millage issue when my taxes are already too 
high and the lottery was supposed to reduce 
them?” Furthermore, because lottery fund- 
ing for education is so frequently misunder- 
stood and difficult to explain, local school 
boards have an even tougher job convincing 
voters to support millage proposals. 

Several things contribute to misconcep- 
tions about lottery support to schools, es- 
pecially the fact that a lot of people just 
don’t realize how much it costs to educate 
our young people. According to Department 
of Education figures, the total cost of edu- 
cating the 1.6 million children currently at- 
tending public schools in Michigan is a 
whopping $6.7 billion. That’s billion dollars, 
not million. 

Secondly, I suspect many assume the 

state provides the lion’s share of funding for 
schools. This is simply not the case. More 
than half of this revenue must come from 
local taxpayers — in spite of the fact that the 
largest share (34%) of the total state 
operating budget goes for education. 
' The State of Michigan’s contribution to 
education is primarily in the form of 
revenue from the School Aid Fund, and 
that’s where the lottery comes into the pic- 
ture. Since 1981, all net lottery revenues 
have been specifically earmarked for inciu- 
sion in that fund to help support kindergar- 
ten - 12th grade public education. Lottery 
money amounts to about 16% of revenue in 
the School Aid Fund annually, or $407 mil- 
lion Jast year. The rest comes from a variety 
of other sources including the state’s 
General Fund. 

The School Aid Fund is then distributed by 
the Department of Education according to 
terms of the state School Aid Formula, 
established each year by our élected repre- 

_ sentatives in the Michigan Legislature. 

The School Aid Formula is the method 
used to determine which school districts are 
eligible for state aid (in-formula), and those 
which are not eligible for state aid (out-of- 
formula) because local taxpayer support is 
adequate to provide quality education with 
minimal state assistance. So, school dis- 
tricts with a poorer local tax base receive 
more state aid than those in which there are 
adequate local resources. 

Nevertheless, lottery support of education 
has indirectly saved taxpayers money be- 
cause the state no longer has to pull a com- 
parable amount out of the state’s General 
Fund — made up primarily of money col- 
lected from taxpayers — to fulfill its role in 
supporting education. (During just the last 
two years, lottery funding was the equiva- 
lent of about $250 per Michigan household.) 

It’s also important to note that both lot- 
tery contributions and General Fund money 
for education have increased over the past 
few years. 

Maybe all the confusion began back in 
1972 when the lottery was first begun. I’m 
sure many who voted on the referendum 
which permitted its establishment wanted | 
to believe it would be a cure-all for educa- 
tional funding woes. It’s even possible that 
some proponents contributed to this mis- 
conception. But, the fact remains that the 
lottery is not a panacea. 

My intent here is not to downplay the role 
of the Michigan Lottery. It has, and will con- 
tinue to be, very important in helping pro- 
vide needed revenue for our schools. But, 
the lottery’s contribution can never be any- 
where near large enough to carry that bur- 
den alone. 

As citizens who understand that our hope 
for the future rests with the children of to- 
day, we must support our local school 
boards and approve millage proposals when 
needed. Providing a quality education for 
our young people is a responsibility we all 
share.

FOLKS ARE HAVING a chance to sound 
off in the northlands these days. 

Gov. Blanchard invoked a special com- 
mittee to listen to gripes of the northerners 
about Camp Grayling. And the gripes have 
come cascading out of the mouths and 
hearts of the disgruntled. 

Camp Grayling, of course, is the sprawl- 
ing National Guard facility in northern 
Michigan which has been used for military 
training since long hefore most of the pro- 
testers were born. 

As the methods of warfare have changed, 
so have the needs of the military, and there- 
fore so have the methods and details of 
training. 

Military activity by nature is loud. Tanks 
roll. Planes fly. Ammunition is fired. 
Soldiers march and camp and sometimes 
jump out of airplanes. You cannot train 
military personnel quietly, and on gentle 
steps.

PROTESTERS CLAIM they can’t sleep on 
some nights. They claim nature is being 
turned upside down. They fear air and land 
and water and sound pollution. 

And in truth, there is some merit in their 

fears, 
Many of the protesters, according to 
Guard backers, are part-time residents, or 
vacationers, or recent move-ins. The Guard 
was there when they came to the northland, 
so they should have known what to expect, 
goes this argument. 

And there is some merit in these re- 
actions, too. 

The National Guard is a vital element of 
the economy of the Grayling area, and 
several counties surrounding the encamp- 
ment. Hundreds of local residents are em- 
ployed at one or another of the military es- 
tablishments, and hundreds more make 
their livelihood because the National Guard 
camp is in the area. 

The vacationers and the summer resi- 
dents can go back home to their own jobs or 
businesses, and retirees and others with out- 
side income can be financially comfortable 
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EXERCISE AND HEART DISEASE 
PREVENTION 


Exercising for health has become a 
way of life in many American house- 
holds. Now, new evidence shows that 
exercise can be helpful in preventing cor- 
onary heart disease (CHD). 

Commonly accepted risk factors for 
CHD (or reasons why CHD occurs) are 
smoking, high cholesterol levels in the 
blood, high blood pressure and, to some 
extent, being greatly overweight. To this 

_list should be added lack of physical ac- 
tivity. 

Centers for Disease Contro] (CDC) 
researchers, examining many studies of 
the relationship between exercise and 
coronary heart disease, have found that 
there is, indeed, a tink between increased 
physical activity and lower risk for 
CHD. More than two-thirds of the stud- 
ies they. reviewed showed that exercise 
reduces risk. 

The fact that many Americans are in- 
active may come as a Surprise in this day 
of fitness and enthusiasm for sports. 
Yet, two national surveys from 1985 
show that about 60 percent of Ameri- 
cans do fewer than three sessions of ac- 
tivity per week and fewer than 20 
minutes of activity per session. About 
one in four Americans surveyed par- 
ticipated in no exercise during Icisure 
time. Because few Americans get phys- 
ical activity on the job, the threat of 
CHD remains undiminished. Research- 
ers say that the link between lack of

SOMEWHER® IN this whole swirl of 
emotions there is probably a sane approach 
toward a solution. The governor’s commit- 
tee is supposed to have some suggestions by 
year’s end but Solomon-like wisdom from 
that source is not likely. 

An early comment by the committee’s 
chairman is interesting. After the first two 
hearings, the chairman seemed to have 
reached some conclusions. 

‘People are mad as hell, and they aren’t 
going to take it anymore,” said Ronald L. 
Steffens, chairman of the advisors. “If I 
were a politician, I’d listen and try to put out 
the fire before it goes any further.” 

Which side does it sound like Mr. Steffens 
is going to favor on the final report? In- 
cidentally, in non-government life, Mr. Stef- 
fens is a vice president of the AAA of Mich- 
igan, which is a strong pro-environment 
voice in most matters which come before 
the public. Hmmmm.

THE GRAYLING controversy has been 
going on loudly for a couple of years now, 
but most observers of smalltown life can 
find a corollary closer to home. 

In many areas, those who are already 
there oppose progress or change of any sort. 
Once some folks get into a pleasant sur- 
rounding, they want to shut the gates and 
keep everyone else out. 

Or there are those who favor progress, but 
in someone else’s neighborhood. Sure we 
need prisons, they reason, out over there, 
not here. . 

Everyone wants industry, but they all 
want the plant which produces high wages 
paid to well-educated professional em- 
ployees, but causes no traffic increase, pre- 
duces no smoke and makes nonoise. 

The emotions in the battle of Camp Gray- 
ling are high. 

So are the economic stakes for the north 
country. 


physical activity and CHD appears to be 
as strong as the links between the devel- 
opment of CHD and smoking, serum 
cholesterol and hypertension. 

How much physical activity is good 
for health? We know, generally, that 
those who perform more physical activ- 
ity tend to have the lowest risk for CHD. 
This doesn’t mean that everyone needs 
to start running hard on a regular basis. 
In fact, unless advised otherwise by their 
own doctor, most people should start a 
regular walking routine that is as brisk 
as comfortable. A daily walk of 30 min- 
utes or More without stopping can help 
Americans reduce their risk of develop- 
ing heart disease. Daily walks will also 
help to keep weight down, and they can 
bring about improvements in heart and 
lung fitness and in mental health. 

If for some reason daily walks aren’t 
possible, try to take at least three walks - 
per week. If you can't go for the entire 
30 minutes without stopping, gradually 
phase into this amount of walking over 
a period of one to two months. 

People who don’t exercise often com- 
plain that they simply don’t have the 
time. A lack of time is a convenient ex- 
cuse, of course, but even the busiest peo- 
ple can think of ways to fit walking into 
their daily schedules. For instance: 

1. When possible, walk to and from 
work. 

2. Park your car or get off the bus or 
subway farther away from your destina- 
tion than usual and walk the rest of the 
way. 

3. Take walks at lunch or during a daily 
break from work. 

4, Walk with family or friends to make 
exercise a social occasion and to help 
them get the benefits as well. 

Physical activity is more than fun. It 
is a pleasant way to reduce the risk of 
coronary heart disease, one of Amer- 
ica’s major public health problems and 
a chronic disease that costs many lives 
a year. Prevention of disease: it’s never 
too carly to start.

An application which does not contain all of the following 
information cannot be processed by the school: (1) the total monthly household income 
AND thé amount and source of income received by each household member (such as wages, 
child support, etc.) OR the household’s food stamp case or AFDC number if the household 
Is on food stamps or receives AFOC; (2) names of al! household members; (3) social 
security numbers of ail household members 21 years of age or older, or the word "none" 
for any adult household member whe does not have a social secur!ty number; and (4) the 
signature of an adult household member. 


EQOD STAMP/AFDC HOUSEHOLDS: If you currently receive Food Stamps or "Aid to Pamilics with Dependent Children" 
(AFDC) for your child, you only have to list your child’s name and Food Stamp or AFDC case number, print your name and sign 
the application. 

The information provided by the houschold is confidential and will be used only for the purpose of determining eligibility and 
verifying data. Applications may be verified by the schoot or other officials at any time during the school year.
